Goldfield, Nevada 


The NUTS trip on Labor day (Sept. 2-3-4; for details see Bill's 
Bull) is to the historic town of Goldfield, Nevada, where we hope to 
find lots of gold coins screening the town dump. Goldfield was 
discovered on Dec. 24, 1902, by 2 prospectors who came south from 
Tonapah. When they struck highgrade ore in Jan., 1904, the rush 
was on! Within months, over 8,000 money hungry fortune hunters 
had made their way to the desert of western Nevada to seek their 
fortune. By 1910 it was the largest town in Nevada with over 20,000 
people. Fire and flood later took their tole, so that now it is a sleepy 
village of 300 residents. The fire of 1923 burned down over 60 
square blocks of the town and what the fire did not get, a disastrous 
flood got 2 years later. All the rubble was bulldozed to the town 
dump, where it remains to this day for lucky fortune hunters to find 
all the golden goodies that were lost during the disasters. 

We hope to see some of you down in the dumps on Labor Day. 
There are only 2 small motels in Goldfield, so you may want to get 
reservations, or you can stay in Tonapah, 40 miles to the north. The 
driving time is about 8 hours when going via Wendover & Ely. Call 
Bob for details.

SUMMARY:In files under MC EWAN & BIRCUMSHAW,% "THE CLUB", records will show they 
operated a saloon in this same building,until 1918.Prior to this time,Mc Ewan 
& Victor Youngberg,operated the Club Saloon up to the year of 1909. 


SPECIAL NCTE:Tokens bearing the name of THE CLUB, had been used by L.J.Hernon up, 
until the early 1930's.Their specific use was for the gambling tables.They were holed 
for hanging. I have no idea if Mc Ewan and Bircumshaw made use of this particular 

set of Bbambling tokens,but feel certain with the many years they had been in business, 
they used them.

I have many tokens in my large Park City collection and each token has 

a history of its own. The set of so-called ‘gambling tokens’ of ‘The 

Club’ is most unique. In the early saloons and gambling halls of Park 

City, the medium of exchange for gambling was gold and silver. 

everyday business, the merchant made use of the 2e¢, 5¢, 6%¢, 10¢ and 

12%¢ tokens and in some places the 25¢ piece. 
‘The Club’ was issued a Merchant’s license and also a Soft Drink Par- 

lor license. The management had gambling tables but couldn’t afford to 

a accept good U.S. currency while the games were in progress, as a heavy 
- 9 fine and possible jail sentence would ensue in case the local authori- 
ties made a raid. So the management ordered from the stamping company 

the following set of tokens to be used at the gambling tables: 

50¢, $1.00, $5.00 and $10.00. The 25¢ token was of white metal while 

the balance of the set was struck in brass.

A history book written about the once-famous Silver-producing mines of 
Park City, Utah would make highly interesting reading indeed. 
journals and old files record the wealth brought to the surface by the 
many mines in operation all at one time, the stories of the twenty four 
millionaires who left Park City, stories of the many ethnic groups that 
lived there, stories of the early merchants and the tokens that they

joyed good business. Prohibition came to Utah, however, earlier than 
many other states, in August, 1917. Many saloon and gambling houses 
closed their doors forever and those that remained in business came to 
be known as pool halls, billiard halls and soft drink parlors.

Each token Carried the name, ‘The Club’? on the obverse While on the re- 
verse was written the exact valuation. If one wanted to 
4 particular game of Chance, he would give the dealer u-S. money which 
was immediately Placed in a locked drawer at the table. The customer 
then received tokens in exchange, and at no time could he make a bet or 
Play with U.s. money. NO credit was extended while gambling, this being 
the house Tules. After the games were Closed for the evening, the dea- 
ler would inventory all the tokens, then place them in a special Cabinet 
or safe. Each token had a 2 mm hole drilled through, as each token was 
hung on a Special meta] peg for safe Storage and complete inventory at 
all times. The tokens of “The Club’ could be taken to one of the local 
banks, and the banker or teller issued U.S. money for that Particular 
token or for whatever the full amount might be.. The management had a 
firm agreement at the banks to issue cash for any of its tokens. 

During the week when the manager did his banking, he Daid the bank for 
any of his tokens either with check or U.S. money. A most unusual ar- 
rangement, but this Practice was Carried on for quite some time and it 
Was known as a ‘gentleman’ s agreement.’ 


The year 1929 came with the great stock market Crash and the depression 
years followed. The time came when gambling ceased and the unique tokens 
had served their Purpose. Several bags of tokens were placed in a sto- 
rage room and left untouched until the coming of World war II and the 
important Scrap drives. The ‘owner, being a Patriotic citizen, donated 
the bags of tokens to this worthy cause. As luck would have it, some 

Of the tokens remained stored in a Cigar box and while interviewing the 
owner some years ag0, I was able to acquire for my collection what few 
tokens remained of the original order. 


The owner’of ‘The Club’ was a highly-respected business man and citi- 
zen of the community and operated the same business until a couple of 
years ago, at which time he was called to his eternal reward, passing 
the age of eighty some years. Today this same building stands erect, 
its doors closed at the present time. It was built around the turn of 
the century Shortly after the huge fire of Park City, in 1898, which 
destroyed about 75% Of the mining camp. If the walls of ‘The Club’ 
‘could make but a whisper, what history they could reveal. Space does 
not permit further history on this building which from the year of 1904 
was known as a saloon but this Story comes to a close on the unique 
gambling tokens of Park City, Utah.
